lam, if the care of his King- 
dom had not compelled hip,

your Honours with any ; there- 
tore I much wonder you return'd His Majeity fizck an 
An:twer, which never was [poken by any Peer toa King: 
or 11 1s preſence : theretore 1 can nardly beheve an; 
Peer of this Realm wonid fofpcak ; becemule it is ro be 
ſuppoſed that your Willom thould teach vou beitor 
things, than to go above your Element : for God mcyer 
gave ſich power, no not to his Church ; bur to ſiubnvT 
to all Authority : Nay Chriſt himfelt ſubnutred for Lx- 
amples ſake , an\ I am fure that the Church of Eng- 
land hath no ſuch Principles; bur the Whore of Baby- 
lm , and the Pore, and Antichriff, 13 known to uſurp 
Authority over Kings and Princes, and compels them 
to g0 againſt their Conſcience tor thei own Intereſt ; 


but the Primitive Chriſtians were known by their purt- | 


ty: and if their Prince «d1d command them any thing 
that was againſt their Conſcrence, they would ſacrifice 
their lives rather than to oftena Gol or Man; but God 
be thanked this 1s not our Cate, why rhen ſhould any 
one be iÞ joalous withour a Cauſe, when God out of 
his infinite Goodnefs hath given us a Proteſtant King, 
that abhors the Superſtition and Idolarry of the Church 
of Rome? Give meleave, Sir, to ſpeak a little in this 
mattcr; for I know if the King was not atrue ſincere 
Proteitant , he would never have hearkened to a poor 
Subject, who about 9 or 10 years ago was by chance 
compelled to have forme Diſcourſe with a Roman 
Catholick z who finding her not eaſily to be perſwaded, 
they imployed others, to try it they could perſwade her, 
ſometimes lifting her up to Heaven, ſomertmes flinging 
her down to Hell ; but when they ſaw that neither flat- 
tcries nor threats would move her to incline or hearken 
to their pernicious Principles, they tell out a railing, 
fiying, We were all Hrreitcks from the higheſt to the 
Inveſt.

None 
but God alone for the Almighty has faid, The Tares 
and the Wheat [hall grow together tall the Harweſt ; aud 
then he will ſend his Angels : and methinks you ſpeak 
lkea Man and not like an Angel ; becauſethe Nature of 
Angels 1s torcJoyce at New Converts. 

Sir, I know not who you mean , that 13a Lady, and 
belongs not to the Court, thatis ſo miſchievous ; ſore 
if | knew her, | ſhould be her Enemy, it ſhe be as miſchie- 
Vous as you ſy. 

And tor the Kings Dittrefs, Thope God will give him 
ſuch Courage and Innocency , that he need not fear his 
Enennes abroad nor at home ; and why is your Honour 
ſo tearful, tor when the ways of men pleaſe God, he 
mikes their Enemies to heat peac* with them. 

Bur, Sir, as to the greateſt Influence in your preſent 
Councils, lt it be the fear of God, that his Wiſdom 
may make you wiſe, toſearch out the matter; for yor r 
Honours may think to do great matters, and without 
theaiſiſtance of God pertorm nothing ; and if ſo, how 
will the King be ſupplied ? 

And as for the Houſe of Cmmons, Ihope God will 
givethem ſuch \Wiſdomtand Goydnets, as they thall ne- 
ver offer ro the King any thing that H& Majeſty ſhall 
not think worth anſivering. 

It the King ſhould fall into any Inconvenience , 
for want 'of your Aid and Atſiftance , would it not 
be thonght that you are ungratetul People ; that 
would not help your King m his necetiities , even 
Gods Anointed ; would not this juſtly provoke the Al- 
mighties Anger todehver us up to beheve Lies; for what 
hath provoked the Lord, bur Sin and Wickednels , ard 
Diſtruſtmg of his Providence in Governing the World, 
If the Lord be your God, ſtudy to appeaſe his Anger; 
torit you were zealous, and in gocd carnett loved God 
truly, how could you ſufter fuch Antichriftian Actions 
in a Chriſhan City, as the Picking up Men and \V'o- 
men in the Streets, which 1s the Ruin of many Fami- 
lies, andthe Deſtroying ot Youth : the very Motion of 
this Wickedneſ; every Good Chriitian ought to abhor. 
So that there 1s a neceſlity Tai upon you, firſt by dit- 
couraginP and puntſhing all known Evils in your telves 
and our &f your ſelves, both at home and abroad. 'Then 
will God make you acceptable in his fight, that vou
